The word Lent comes from the German word Lentz which means springtime, a time of preparation for the 
proper observance of the suffering, death and resurrection of Jesus. Lent calls each of us to new awakenings of 
spiritual matters which we have tendency to put off.. .so much to do, pursue and enjoy. The world is ever with 
us, but true joy and confidence has never been grounded in the illusions of success, money and possessions. 
Good as they may be, Lent brings strong reminders that secure life is anchored in the living Christ and his 
eternal love. Christ leads us toward forgiveness of ourselves and others. He brings healing to our hearts. Lent, 
taken seriously, is springtime for the human soul. 

I invite each of you to take a Lenten walk with Jesus, who teaches us- 

...that he can walk through the locked doors of our fears and bring us peace,

...to break the bread of our lives for others so that they may be nourished, 

...what it means to be reconciled and at one with ourselves and with others,

The call will be followed up by a 
caseworker in a timely manner. Let's all be 
aware of those who might need help. Also 
be aware that the Stephen Ministry Team 
has a long list of resources in our 
community: they may be able suggest an 
"outside" source. As with all Stephen 
Ministry work, everything is completely 
confidential.
